Furthermore, Keratinocytes and melanocytes were well known at the time the invention was made as was the SV40 immortalization 
method. Given that and the motivation/desire to make immortalized cell lines from these cell types which is provided by the two cited 
reference, the claimed invention as a whole was at least prima facie obvious, if not anticipated by the references, especially in the 
absence of evidence to the contrary.
